Kl. The riant consists of two Inde- 
pendent socttons, the dry colour 
works and Uio lacipior plant. 

Tliû dry colour works wan Iho first 
oni; to bo visllfil. Hero tlu! .'■tiidciilh 
were talioii tliiout'li the p'ant and 
Ihi' processes for llui munufacluru of 
the different pigments or dry colours 
were csplalnod lo Ihcm. 

Chomic^le Act 

The pigments aro made liy i.uialnB 
one or more chcmlcnla lo art on an- 
other. ThU Is carried out In larQO 
wooden tanks holdlns somo fifteen 
lliouaand eullons ot .water nnil pro- 
(liiciiii; a Ion ot iilgfinenl at one lime. 
After tho i.lioiiiK'nls aro well iiiixrd 
tiio product Is allowed lo s^lllo out, 
leaving a clear soliilton uhovo it. ThU 
Is run ott and tho product Is wtishcd 
v.llli water. 

After the wosli water b; draiiicil off 
liiu product Is pumpod to fiilur 
presses. The parllnliy dry pigmeitt Is 
then removed fron'i Iho' presses and 
dried for twenty fotir hours in Uol nir 
ovcnj. This div material hi llie» 
HiiHiiiil to n Una powder, and pacltod 
iiady for shipment.
